Further- 
more, it was the judgment of the Solomon at the patent 
office that perhaps account should be taken, under such 
circumstances, of the use of the word most strongly re- 
sembling the name finally adopted. But even though the 
situation be looked at from this angle it was the conclusion 
that the honors should go to the Albany Perforated 
Wrapping Paper Company because it was shown that 
this latter corporation began the use of “West” in 1893 
whereas the John Hoberg Company did not introduce

‘Western’ as is ‘Great Western.”

Typewriter ribbons may not, with Uncle Sam’s sanc- 
tion, be branded “Peau de Soie.” In a recent mandate to 
this effect lies a striking exemplification of the fact that 
whereas a merely suggestive word may sometimes get 
by as a registered trade-mark a word that is frankly 
dscriptive, or, worse yet, deceptive, can seldom pass 
through the eye of the trade-mark needle. “Peau de Soie” 
was blackballed because the dictionary shows that this 
French phrase to mean a thick, soft silk—‘the best 
grades satin finished on both sides.” Mr. George FE 
Pelton who had nominated this particular trade-mark 
candidate contended that thick, soft silk, satin finished on 
both sides, would be unfit for use as a typewriter ribbon 
but the trade-mark authority who has the final say at 
Washington declared that Mr. Pelton’s contention “does 
not relieve the situation.”
